James P. Flynn 1907 - 1980 





The following stories are taken from Jim Flynn's 
article "Revolutionary History" which appeared 
in the ROPEX-76 Program and are reprinted here 
as a remembrance. 


During the Revolutionary War, many foreign mer- 
cenary soldiers sought asylum in this country.
